NEW YORK~There is danger of a 
bloody revolution. raging across Africa 
within 10 years unless vigorous steps are 
taken to meet the economic and political de- 
mands of the African people, 

This “conservative esti- 
mate,” made in private by 
an. African ambassador, 
reflects the mood against 
which the UN General! As- 
sembly’s' meeting this 
week to. consider inde- 
pendence for two West 
African territories. ‘The 
issue which the assembly 
will consider is compara- 
tively minor but it sym- 
bolizes the big, explosive | Burke 
issue which hangs over all Africa, 

Under discussion is independence for the 
Cameroons, two former German colonies 
under. UN mandates. Both administering 
powers have expressed the wish to grant 
independence next year-and, since no one 
opposed the proposal; it should be possible, 
in spite. of some complications, to carry it 
out, 

Also coming to independence next year 
are Nigeria, Togoiand, and Somaliland which 
will join the 10 African states which are 
already independent.
